Sentencing Trends

Over half (51%) of the Drug convictions
resulted in a probation sentence

For Drug convictions that resulted in a prison
sentence, the average sentence imposed was 19
months; after accounting for time suspended,
the average sentence to serve was 18 months

96% of the Drug counts were resolved via a
plea agreement = Prison = Probation = Short Split
